finance replacing worn out state 
highways and improving city and 
rural roads.

Democratic governor's legislative 


-jjirogram which he submitted in a 
"nessage prepared for the opening 
of the 6?th general assembly. 


GOP in Control 


Republicans control both houses 


and will have the say on what is 
enacted and defeated during the 
next six months. In 1949, a nickel 
gas tax plan was defeated. 


Stevenson said the hard road 


system is wearing out faster than 
it can be replaced and that to 
^lelay "necessary rebuilding would 
' be gross extravagance." 
. The governor called for "team- 
work" to put over these other 
major recommendations: 


1. Boosting license fees for 


trucks, buses and trailers by 
putting them on a ton mile basis. 
The money would go for high- 
ways. 


2. Enacting a use tax on

Priority for Guided Missile,Work 


No military man belittles the value of the atomic bomb. 


But more than a few of them persistently declare that it 
should not be regarded as a. "new" weapon. As they see 
it, it's just a much bigger bomb. 


The military's greatest enthusiasm these days is re- 


served for something else—the guided missile. The idea of 
delivering an explosive more or less exactly on target from 
distances ranging from a few hundred feet to perhaps 1000 
miles is revolutionary. 


There aren't any guided missiles capable of use at long 


distances yet. And only our high military men know what 
we have developed at shorter range. But indications are 
plentiful that this research has the highest kind of priority 
in our planning. 


Air Secretary Thomas Pinletter recently told a congres- 


sional group that guided missiles are our greatest hope for 
effective air defense of the American mainland. Without 
them, he declared flatly, we can't count on keeping more than 
a fair percentage of enemy aircraft away from our cities. 


Great faith is placed on a guided artillery missile, too. 


Before the Korean war some promising things were said 
about this type of weapon. But now, not surprisingly, a veil 
of complete secrecy has been drawn over this project. 


Earlier evidence shows, furthermore, that extensive ex- 


perimenting with long-range guided missiles has been going 
on. This is possibly the toughest aspect of the problem, and 
progress likely is slow. 


The United States brought over some German specialists 


who had worked on the Nazis V-l and V-2 weapons. Neither 
of these can be considered "guided" missiles, but research 
on them was basic to the more advanced weapons. 


All these efforts have acquired marked urgency not 


alone because of their inherent value in the minds of our 
military men, but because the Russians are also believed to 
be pushing guided missile work at a fast pace. 


We've all done much worrying about whether the Soviet 


Union has the atomic bomb in any quantity. If our top sol- 
diers are right, we might be as much or more concerned 
over their development of guided missiles. The experts don't 
believe the wild rumors that they have a weapon which can 
be fired 3000 miles. But they are troubled by the prospect 
the Reds may have one capable of effective use from the 
decks of submarines or battleships. 


Moreover, there's a feeling the Russians may be concen- 


trating on guided weapons for their own rapidly developing 
air defenses. If they should succeed hi this effort, it might 
go far toward, nullifying the great advantage we now have 
from superiority in atomic bombs. 


The general reaction was that the Korean war debunked 


the idea of "push-button" warfare such as might be waged 
with guided missiles. But the fact that fighting there has 
been remarkably like the traditional combat of old should 
not blind us to the need for going at full speed in the devel- 
opment of these davanced weapons. If and when a test 
comes, it'll be safer for us if we have the most buttons to 
push.

THE DOCTOR SAYS • 


Children With Mental Ills 
Need Real Understanding 


Too many youngsters who run 


away from home, refuse to eat 
what they are told, snatch food 
rom a peddler's pushcart, or do 
ither things contrary to grown-up 
standards are still treated without 
much sense. A few are hopeless, 
>f course, and some are mentally 
responsible, but in a lot of cases 
t is not the youngster who is to be 
ilamed but the parents or society. 


It should not be forgotten that 


the standards which children are 
expected to follow were not made 
>y them but were set up hy adults. 
Naturally therefore, a ;- -ungster 
sometimes feels this and his "bad" 
behavior is nothing more than a 
rebellion against authority. 


Some youngsters are just bored; 


some have been neglected by their 
>arents and others given too much 
ndulgence. Being a good-parent 
s quite a job and even the best 
cannot be sure that their children 
will not get into trouble. Intelli- 
gent discipline—not too strict and 
not too mild—certainly helps, and 
t is extremely important to keep 
growing boys and girls busy and 
nterested in what they are doing. 


Youth is not always free from 


real mental difficulties which pro- 
duce behavior problems. One form, 
of true insanity—dimentia prae- 
cox—is fairly likely to develop in 
the teens rather than later. This 
of course, requires expert care. 
And there are many children who 
are mentally retarded and just do 
not have the intelligence to keep 


up with their contemporaries. 


This discourages them and they 


may try to make up for it in steal- 
ing or some other kind of unfor- 
tunate behavior. 
But retarded 


children can be handled better now 
than formerly, and often they can 
be fitted into a life where they can 
do a pretty good job and stay out 
of trouble.

CANASTA 


Meld Out With Black Treys 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Mrs. H. L. McGonogill of Mem- 


phis, Tennessee, writes as follows: 
"As one of the many Canasta 
fans, I am very interested in your 
articles in the newspapers. 
I 


know that you are unable to an- 
swer all those who write to ask 
your advice, but if possible, would 
you please write an article as to 
whether the black threes can be 
melded with a wild card on the 
last play? 


"It is clear that three threes 


can be melded together, but the 
question has arisen as to whether 
two threes can be made into a meld 
with one wild card as the very 
last play. We will appreciate it 
very much if you can find a space 
to write about this." 


I have had several letters on 


the subject of black threes, and 
will answer 
Mrs. 
McGonagill's 


question and the others by quot- 
ing and explaining Law 20 of the 
Official Laws of Canasta. 
This 


law reads: 


"a. When a player discards a 


black three, the next player may 
not take the discard pile at that 
turn, but subsequent plays are not 
affected. 


"b. A player 
may 
meld two 


black threes and a wild card, 
three black threes, or four black 
threes: 1. Only from his hand; 
and 2. Only when melding out at 
that turn. 


"Comment: A player may not 


made a canasta of 
four black 


threes and three wild cards." 


The first paragraph answers one 


frequent question. The discard of 
a black three does not .freeze the 
discard pile. It merely stops the 
next player from taking it at that 
turn. 


The second paragraph answers 


Mrs. McGonagill's question. It is 
permissible to meld two black 
threes and a wild card. It also 
answers another question. It is 
not permissible to make a canas- 
ta of four black threes and three 
wild cards. 


Finally, there is nothing in this 


law that changes 
the 
require- 


ments for melding out merely be- 
cause a player is melding black 
threes. 
He still must have a 


canasta 
(either 
made then or 


previously) and he still is privi- 
leged to discard or not on the 
play in which he melds out
